The Community Service Pro- 
gram sponsored a food drive and 
also participated in the March of 
Dimes.

It's a beautiful, sunny May afternoon and you're 
outside rollerblading or watching a baseball game. 
You have decided that your paper or reading assign- 
ment can wait until after dinner. ..or the morning... or 
tomorrow during lunch. All SCHS students find them- 
selves in this situation as the weather turns nicer and 
English classes continue to pile on the work. 

SCHS requires all students to take four full years 
of English in order to graduate. During those four years, 
students learn the fundamental skills of writing, are 
exposed to classical literature, such as Romeo and 
Juliet ; The Adventures of Huckleberry Finn and Fran- 
kenstein.

Math is a subject that has the power to turn 
the most patient person into a frustrated mess and 
the brightest smile into the darkest frown.
